Professional cleaning 
for X-rated furniture

Have you ever sat in an X 
rated chair? 

If you've purchased 
upholstered furniture in the last 
year, chances are it's X-rated, 
W-rated or S-rated. 

The letters are part of a 
voluntary care code used by the 
furniture manufacturers to 
guide consumers in cleaning 
and carfhg for upholstered 
pieces 

According to Pat Anderson, 
communications director for 
the International Fabricare 
Institute, the code was adopted 
because manufacturers were 
getting complaints about the 
durability of their fabrics 

Some man-made fabrics, 
including Herculon, are heat- 
sensitive and require special 


tment in the cleaning 
Anderson said 

these fabrics were 
would shrink and 
come apart at the seams 
Manufacturers remedied this 
by using a rubber coating on the 
back — but cleaners soon found 
that the rubber coating 
dissolved in normal dry- 
cleaning solvents 

Such fabrics are labeled 
under the new code, indicating 
they should be cleaned by 
professional upholstery 
cleaners.

Do 
not use water-, solvent- or 
detergent-based cleaners of any 
kind, as they can cause 
shrinking or fading. 

These symbols are found on a 
hangtag attached to the

look for this information on 
hangtags: the manufacturer, 
fiber content, composition of 
fiber fill and cushioning, care

She also recommends regular 
care to make upholstered 
furniture look its best 

— Vacuum cushions once a 
week. Be sure to clean ar- 
mrests, back and crevices. 

— If cushions are reversible, 
turn them each week to allow 
undersections to “breathe” and 
fabric to wear evenly 

Use partial slipcovers on 
arm-and head-rest areas which 
receive the most wear. 

— Keep upholstered furniture 
away from direct sunlight to 
prevent fading and 
deterioration, 

— Treat spills quickly before 
they stain. Blot up excess 
liquids and scrape up solids as 
soon as possible. 

Shampoo upholstery two or 
three times a year with an 
upholstery shampoo to remove 
greasy dirt. Do not use a 
laundry detergent that requires 
rinsing 

_ Before cleaning 
upholstery, read the  in- 
structions on the hangtag and 
shampoo container 

— Never remove zippered 
covers from cushions to clean. 
In case of shrinkage, covers 

be difficult or impossible to 
replace. 

— Pretest cleaner on an in- 
conspicuous area of the 
upholstery.

Program cuts to reduce the 
budget of the Granite City 
School District's Title I 
educational program by about 
$70,000 are being sought under 
an order issued Tuesday night 
by the Granite City Board of 
Education. 

Dale C. Rea, assistant to the 
Superintendent of schools, 
reported to the board that the 
budget for the current year for 
the Title I program, which 
includes pre-school, remedial 
reading and other programs, is 
$364,000 while the federal 
government is only giving the 
district a grant of about 
$294,000

State Superintendent Joseph 
M.* Cronin has announeed an 
extension in the planning period 
for proposed restructuring of 
the state educational service 
region system

UAW votes strike 
atA. O. Smith 


A vote to strike at the A.O. 
Smith auto frames plant unless 
@ new working agreement is 

within a week was 
approved by United Auto 
Workers union members in a 
meeting Sunday afternoon. 

Union members, convened in 
the gymnasium at Granite City 
High School South, voted 961 to 7 
in favor of a strike in ac- 
cordance with a seven-day 
Strike notice agreed to 
previously between the com- 
pany and the union. The vote 
was by secret ballot. 

Willard Herzing, president of 
Local 1715 UAW, said thatsince 
the expiration of the old UAW 
contract on Feb. 14, 
negotiations for a new contract 
have been conducted under a 
day-to-day extension of the old 
contract. 

In addition, he said, the union 
agreed with company officials 
to provide a seven-day notice of 
a strike if a walkout was ap- 
proved by the union. 

As a result of Sunday's action, 


Herzing said, the seven day 
notice will be given by the union 
to the company Tuesday. This 
would make the strike effective 
at midnight on Monday, March 
14. 

Negotiations will continue 
between company and union 
negotiators throughout the 
week in an effort to resolve 
differences over wage and 
pension demands that are now 
blocking a new working 
agreement, Herzing said 

“We will negotiate around- 
the-clock if necessary to resolve 
our differences and agree on a 
new contract,’" the union 
president said 

A plant spokesman said 
company officials have no 
comment in the matter at this 
time. He said, however, that the 
company is glad that 
negotiations can continue. 

According to Herzing, the 
union has asked wage increases 
in a three-year contract of $1.25 
for the first year and $1 in each 
of the succeeding two years. 


Thus far, he said, the company 
has proposed a 21 cents per hour 
“catch-up” increase plus a 16- 
cents-per-hour increase for the 
first year, and 15 cents ap hour 
in each of the two following 


years. 

The other major issue in- 
volved is a union demand for an 
increase from $8.25 to $12 in 
pension .payments for the first 
year df the contract, with 
payments rising to $14 the 
second year and $16 the second 
year. 

The pension payment, he 
explained, is the amount paid 
by the company each year to 
each employe who has 10 or 
more years service.

School Board calls 
bids on new heating 
line at GCHS South 


The Granite City Board of 
Education has voted to seek 
bids for a new steam heating 
line between Granite City High 
School South and Coolidge 
Junior High School 

An underground four-inch 
steam line connecting the 
schools broke during the 
summer and temporary repairs 
were made. A six-inch line 
between the schools has not 
caused problems yet, Tully A. 
Heubner, director of business 
affairs, told the board. 

The cast will be between 
$35,000 and $50,000, Heubner 
told the board. Two sets of 
specifications are to be bid, 
after which the board will 
determine which set to select 

One set of specifications calls 
for an underground steam line 
starting between the cafeteria 
and gymnasium of South and 
going underground to the 
Coolidge Building, then up the 
exterior wall, across the roof 
and then on braces between the 
first and second floors into the 
mechanical room. 

The second set calls for un- 
derground lines in the same 
area as the present lines, which 
would necessitate replacing 
both the six-inch and four-inch 
lines. 

The second proposal is con- 
sidered superior since it would 
not require unsightly wrapped 
pipes on the exterior of the 
building which would be 
susceptible to vandalism, but 
would be more expensive than 
the first proposal. 

The board also considered an 
overhead steam line mounted 
about 12 feet above the ground, 
but rejected that plan as too 


subject to vandalism and heat 
loss. 

In other business, the board 
voted to purchase audio-visual 
equipment needed to replace 
stolen equipment at various 
schools. 

A phonograph is to be pur- 
chased from Fox-Stanley Photo 
fér $67 for Stallings School; a 
cassett tape recorder for GCHS 
North is to be purchased from 
National Learning Systems for 
$133; a camera lens is to be 
purchased from Fox-Stanley for 
$48 to replace one stolen at 
GCHS “South, and two 16 
millimeter film projectors are 
to be purchased from Fox Photo 
for $622 each to replace units 
stolen at Stallings and Mitchell 
schools. 

All the replacement pur- 
chases were approved on the 
basis of the lowest bid to the 
specifications. 

Bills ordered paid totaled 
$64,447 from the educational 
fund, $7,380 from the tran- 
sportation fund, $67,689 from 
the bond and interest fund, 
$16,417 from the building fund, 
$1,395 from federal funds and 
$444 from the joint agreement 
fund.
